Born  in  Wurtemberg  1816. 

He  painted,  besides  many  portraits,  a  number  of 
important  historical  scenes  relating  to  America.  His 
portraits  are  noted  for  their  truthfulness  to  nature.  The 
painting  portrays  the  Eminent  Jurist  at  the  age  of  83, 
at  a  period  when  the  country  was  involved  in  civil  war, 
and  at  a  time  when  he  was  called  upon  to  render  de¬ 
cisions  of  the  most  vital  importance  in  reference  to  the 
constitutional  powers  of  the  States.  This  portrait  is 
well  known,  and  enjoys  a  reputation  of  being  the  finest 
portrait  of  Chief  Justice  Taney  extant.
